EDUCATING ARCHES 


MAY readers will have followed with interest the corre- 

spondence in The Times about the education of the 
engineer. Anything that has to do with a fellow-technician in a 
closely related profession is naturally of concern to architects, 
and this is not unmixed with the slightly apprehensive 
glee of the small boy who hasn’t done his “ prep” either, 
but has escaped being picked on to construe. 

Besides this slight feeling of “ but for the grace... 
architects are also sympathetically familiar with the type of 
lay criticism which is so ready and willing to show where 
they have gone wrong, after the event. Some of the cor- 
respondence about engineers rather suggests this. 

Other parts of the correspondence have apparently been 
more constructive, “‘ apparently,” because one does not 
lightly venture on the thin ice which architects have sometimes 
been warned off in no uncertain terms. But there is much 
which has direct analogy with the architect’s own job—if 
only in the converse—for he is more frequently bidden to 
emulate the engineer who apparently doesn’t “ leave out the 
stairs’ or exceed the estimates, while the architect, in the 
non-technical view, is “‘ much too preoccupied” with mere 
appearance. 

Much, of course, turns on the word “ design” which the 
engineer conceives in different terms, reaching as it were for 
the slide-rule before the T-square—or rather that awe- 
inspiring contraption of wires and pulleys which his finer 
tolerances demand. As someone aptly put it, he works to the 
nearest thousandth, the architect to the nearest building. 

But it cannot be said too often that all design consists in the 
application of pure technics and pure esthetics, the difference 
in its practice lying simply in the different proportions in which 
those components are applied to the job in hand. There is, 
therefore, much common ground between engineering and 
architecture. Where there has been some overlap, and even 
poaching, on the intervening no-man’s land (as we may for 
instance call industrial design, until what Mr. John Gloag 
described as the “ missing technician” reports for duty) 
the architect will share the engineer’s interest in the success or 
alleged failure in the eyes of the public of his training and 
conditioning. 

Probably both professions suffer more than most from the 
effects of the arbitrary division of further education into 
“arts” and “ sciences.” The resulting gulf is proving hard 
to bridge and it is significant that, on analysis, most educa- 
tional effort in those fields is directed towards doing so ; 
to cram, as it were, more art into the technician and more 
technique into the artist. 

The simple fact is that most creative people are broadly 
divided into the two types—those who are more interested in 
how things work, and those more concerned with how they 
look. On the whole architects have as a profession tried to 
cater for both types. If a criticism of the engineer may be 
voiced (fair exchange, perhaps, for some of the resounding 
thwacks he has bestowed upon architects) it is that in ensuring 
that his work shall give pleasure in its appearance as one of its 
functions, he sometimes seems to neglect canons of zsthetics 
which we had understood to be generally accepted. We have 
outgrown the functionalists’ creed that “if a thing does its 
job really well it automatically looks beautiful,” but in con- 
ceding that this was both over-simplified and over-optimistic, 
the engineer sometimes gives the impression that he doesn’t 
much care anyway, and we can take it or leave it. 

Paradoxically, it is not always for want of trying that the 
march of progress contributes little to the zsthetic joy of 
living. We are all familiar with instances of structures or 
products which were both satisfying and beautiful in their 
bones until dressed up by technicians possessing a per- 
functory knowledge of what is involved in a process which 
should accompany, rather than follow, the act of design. 
Hence, apparently, the talk of “ humanising” engineering 
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design and other signs of self-examination by engineers. 

But, curiously enough, the heaviest salvoes of The Times 
correspondence seem to have been directed not to this vulner- 
able spot but to the engineer’s alleged lack of articulateness 
in explaining what he does, and why. Here architects are 
on more familiar ground and will respectfully echo a fellow- 
feeling. Architecture notoriously suffers from too much 
washing of professional linen in public and too little simple 
and direct explanation in non-technical terms. 

We are forced to the conclusion that architects have some- 
how failed to put their case across to the public with cogency 
and lucidity. But we had not suspected this failing in the 
engineer. Those we have known have seemed entirely 
articulate, if not vocal, in marshalling cogent arguments for 
the hypothesis that they are, or could be, much better architects 
than the trained architect, particularly when and if houses 
are to come out of a factory, as some believe. 

But such products as we have seen designed “ without 
benefit of architect” tend to prompt the thought that there 
may be something the architect could help to teach the 
engineer, as well as learn from him. We_ have heard, for 
instance, of the overnight theft of Bailey bridges by Italian 
peasants, but suspect that this might be due to the lively 
sense of material rather than esthetic values of that pro- 
verbially artistic nation. 

The latest, but probably far from Parthian, shot in the 
battle is the suggestion (by Col. W. Sturmy Cave) that “ if 
the engineer is to be taught more English, would it not be 
possible for the English to be taught more engineering ? ”’

We are distressingly familiar with the architectural converse, 
but had on the whole rather envied the engineer the fact 
that even the youngest member of his profession can prattle 
knowledgeably of dihedral angles, gas turbines and catenary 
curves. ‘To Colonel Cave’s plea for the training of the general 
public in elementary mechanics and physics may we not 
respectfully add “also in esthetics” if indeed both the 
architect and the engineer are misunderstood and not merely 
shot at, as one sometimes suspects, as “‘ fair game?” 


BUILDING HIGH 


A! a time when it has become an economic necessity to 

grow more of our own food we continue to take over for 
building about 50,000 acres of agricultural land every year, 
equivalent, it is said, to losing all the remaining farmland in 
Bedfordshire in less than three years. Small wonder tha: 
our physical planners tell us that if we are to contrive more 
open space in the rebuilding of obsolescent areas and provide 
for an increasing population (large-scale emigration seems out 
of the question, at least for the present) we must build higher. 
There is plenty of evidence, not only in the redevelopment of 
urban areas but even in the New Towns, that we are doing 
so; it is a regrettable necessity. But are we building high 
enough, and, more important still, are we making the best 
use of the vast areas of land already developed ? 

The idea of building over the railways is of course an old 
one. There are plenty of examples of such building on a 
comparatively small scale, one of the most notable being the 
London Transport Building at St. James’s Park. Ina booklet 


just published* the authors illustrate and describe a great 
scheme for building over the extensive goods yard area of 
Paddington railway station, providing, in effect, a town for 


8,000 people. It would rise to a total height of 400 ft., and 
would consist, first, of a “ podium” of several storeys of 
commercial and industrial properties—warehouse accommo- 
dation, car park, department store, private and public offices, 
canteens, rest rooms, restaurants, cinema, swimming-pool, 
etc.—and then, springing from the roof of the “ podium” 
and set around a great central court more than 570 ft. across 
at its widest points, three blocks of dwellings over 300 ft. 
high, with, on top, two primary schools, a hotel, a hospital 
and a church. Around the base of the dwellings and sur- 
rounding the court would be a main concourse containing 
bowling green, tennis courts and children’s playground and 
gardens, together with shops, restaurant, post office, police 
station, public-houses, etc. The authors point out that 
in view of the high density involved a large adjacent area 
would have to be cleared of buildings to provide the necessary 
open space, which is contrived largely to the north and the west. 

The whole scheme is worked out in great detail and makes 
an interesting technical study. No doubt the engineering 
problems could be successfully overcome, but to build such 
huge places would need special legislation. One disadvantage 
—is that the goods yard would have to be worked in perpefual 
artificial light, and smoke from engines would be a nuisance 
unless the lines were electrified. Fire precautions and fire- 
fighting in such high buildings would also provide serious 
problems. Special risks would attend in time of war. 

Do we need to rebuild on such a giant scale? One wouid 
imagine that something much less ambitious would solve our 
problems if advantage were taken of the many opportunities 
presented for this kind of development. By all means let 
us use our unsightly and wasteful goods yards in this way, 
but let us preserve the human scale as much as possible. 
Whatever reservations one may have about the desirability of 
this particular scheme, Messrs. Kadleigh and Horsbrugh 
deserve our thanks for the great amount of original thought 
and hard work they have put into it.

HOUSING AND POLITICS 


ANY people feel that the party- 
4 political labels have become mean- 
ingless, and deplore the mixing of consider- 
ations based upon them with matters of 
hard reality. One such is the housing 
situation : when we are chronically short 
of millions of houses, change of political 
colour clearly will not conjure them out 
of the ground overnight. Architects as 
a whole, contrary to popular superstition, 
are realists. Except perhaps at student 
age, when the emergence of red spots is 
normal if not unduly protracted, their 
colours are of esthetic rather than 
political significance. The realism of the 
building industry can be taken for granted. 

Their emphatic “hear, hears” will 
therefore echo some points made recently 
in the House of Lords in connection with 
the second reading of the Housing 
(Scotland) Bill, reported “‘ In Parliament ”’ 
(p. 625). The general theme was “ Free 
housing from politics,” a step which, it 
was suggested, would be welcomed by an 
overwhelming majority of the nation. 
Many readers will have personal and 
informed reasons for endorsing this plea, 
which they will recognise as consistently 
pressed by this paper also. 

The proposal was put forward by Lord 
Morrison, Socialist ex-Minister, whg said 
“Tf there is any problem crying out to be 
tackled on non-party lines, this is it.” 
This received what was described as 
“serious attention’—and so indeed it 
should, we respectfully suggest. Lord 
Home and Lord Saltoun endorsed what 
was said about what the former called 
“this angry, pressing problem.” So will 
the man in the street, who has good reason 
to know that “angry” is the operative 
word. . 

The tangible outcome of the welcome 
lead given by the Lords remains to be 
seen by a public slightly sceptical of 
promises made “in another place” 
where housing targets have been known 
to be the currency of a bidding game. If 
housing is to be taken out of politics 
where, it may be asked, shall it be placed ? 
We suggest “‘ in the hands of the building 
industry.” 


“ TRAINING FOR INDUSTRY” 


Tue DukKE OF. EDINBURGH will inspect 
an exhibition at Goldsmiths’ Hall on 
November 3 showing the work of the 
City and Guilds of London Institute, of 
which he is president. The Institute 
was founded in 1878 by the Corporation 
and certain Livery Companies of the City 
of London for the advancement of tech- 
nical education. 

The exhibition, entitled ‘‘ Training for 
Industry,” has been arranged in connec- 
tion with the Institute’s yearly meeting, 
over which the Duke will preside. 

The exhibition will be open to the public 
from November 4 to 14 by permission 
of the Wardens of the Goldsmiths’ Com- 
pany. Features of the exhibition will be 
models of scientific and engineering 
equipment, including a supersonic wind 
tunnel, from the City and Guilds College, 
South Kensington; students’ work in 
fine arts and crafts from the City and 
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Guilds Art School, Kennington; and a 
pictorial presentation of the work of the 
Institute’s Department of Technology, 
which covers nearly 200 subjects—from 
bread-making to boiler-making, mine- 
surveying to aeronautics and carpentry to 
cookery. 

This will be the first time a member of 
the Royal Family has presided over a 
yearly meeting of the Institute since 
1882. 

Until the Duke of Edinburgh accepted 
office in 1951, the Institute’s first and only 
President had been Albert Edward, Prince 
of Wales, who held office from 1881 to 
1901, when he became King Edward VII,

raised in the House of Commons on the 
proposed development of Gatwick Airport 
as a first line civil airport are far from 
satisfactory. The. proposal is open to 
criticism on the triple grounds of suit- 
ability for purpose, cost and interference 
with amenity. Under the first head, 
objectors wish to know why British 
European Airways now advise that 
Gatwick is suitable for their purpose 
when, until recently, likelihood of fog 
and difficulty of drainage had been held 
to be insuperable objections to its use ; 
as to cost, the initial estimate of £6m. 
is thought likely to be surpassed, and in 
any case the immobilisation of 700 acres 
of agricultural land is involved; while 
under the head of amenity, the effect on 
the future of Crawley New Town must 
be disastrous. 

The Parliamentary Secretary, relying 
upon consultations he has had with local 
planning and other authorities, has so 
far declined to institute the public inquiry 
for which Sir Gordon Touche has asked. 
In view of the wide degree of apprehen- 
sion which the whole project has aroused 
among local residents and authorities, 
this public inquiry should be held.

STUDENTS STRIKE AGAIN 


“Pian,” the journal of the Architec- 
tural Students’ Association, continues to 
make us sit up and take notice. No. 10, 
1951 (is it a little late in publication or 
merely delayed in the post ?), strikes the 
expected note of revolt in its Editorial, 
which invites us to abandon “brick, 
stone, wood, ferrous metal, open fires, 
plaster and ‘rendering, using instead the 
dust-free plastics, glass and metal alloys ” 
in ‘‘ component standardisation and mass 
production.” An article on ‘“ Colour 
Systems ” urges us to “ discard unhealthy 
nonsense”? about colour and adopt the 
Ostwald system, which is described in 
highly abstruse language and demon- 
strated with diagrams and graphs; we 
are not surprised to read that the whole 
process is of very little use to a person 
who is totally or partially colour-blind. 
Next, a student who disguised himself 
asa labourer describes his experiences in 
working on a building site where almost 
every conceivable kind of blunder in site 
disorganisation and mismanagement was 
perpetrated and allowed to go unchecked 
and, it would seem, unnoticed, except by 
the "student, though ‘ ‘the contractor was 
apparently managing to make a profit.” 
Mr. Ernest Marples’s pamphlet on Hous- 
ing is then rather roughly handled and 
a scheme briefly outlined for the “ com- 
plete reorganisation of the industry” on 
prefabrication lines. Some facetious notes 
on ‘“ Studentship 2?:. are followed by a 
serious contribution en:;‘f Environment ” 
and another on ithe:‘fIgunar Society ” 
founded by some distinguished scientists in 
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Birmingham in the eighteenth century.

WATERLOO AIR TERMINAL 


THe British EvurRoPpEAN AIRWAYS’ 
Waterloo air terminal at the Station Gate 
Building on the South Bank site, which 
will open next spring, will be capable of 
handling up to 14,000 passengers a day. 
The corporation has taken the Station 
Gate Building on a seven-year lease. 
The building has its own tube connection 
with the Underground and main line 
railway system at Waterloo. The only 
structural alteration needed is an exten- 
sion of the ground floor to increase pas- 
Senger handling facilities. Work has 
already started on this extension. The 
mezzanine floor, which was the Rocket 
Restaurant during the Festival of Britain, 
will have a waiting-room and buffet. 

A large area of the Festival site facing 
York-road will be available as a park for 
coaches carrying passengers to and from 
London Airport and Northolt. 

Plans have been submitted to the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation for establishing 
a helicopter station on the South Bank 
site, but no decision has yet been made. 
An announcement on the site’s use for 
helicopters may be made in the House of 
Commons on October 29.

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A New Approach to Criticism 
5.—_THE NEED FOR HUMOUR IN ART 
: By ERIC AMBROSE, FRIBA 


INCE the time of Kant, 150 years ago, 
\J great thinkers have realised the need 
for a philosophical science to explain the 
nature of beauty. Since, as we have 
seen, the ultimate test of the architect’s 
work is to be found in its appeal to the 
mind, it is essential that we understand 
something of the workings of that mind ; 
we can only understand Art when we 
understand ourselves. 


Our appreciation of that which we 
“like ” or “‘ dislike ” varies according to 
reflexes, childhood memories, and in-

hibitions developed in youth. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that appreciation of 
the beautiful in art—the terms are not 
synonymous !—has caused more bitter 
quarrels than any other subject calculated 
to give delight to man, and no apology 
is therefore necessary if we turn to the 
psychologists for assistance to explain 
that bitterness. 


Now Bergson, Freud and the modern 
psychologists refer to a peculiarity in the 
nature of man which appears to drive 
him onwards, despite continual failure. 
Whether we architects, builders, artists 
or laymen term it a dominant urge, an 
instinct, an unconditioned reflex or simply 
ambition, is of purely academic interest. 
The important fact for us is that the 
psychologist claims this urge is due to 
man’s nature. That is to say he finds 
himself obeying a natural law at the 
demand of an inner dictate ! 


CHANGE AND NOVELTY 


Our “ goal-seeking’’ may change in 
its precise demands from time to time. 
That of primitive man was simple, and 
clear-cut—food, shelter, companionship 
and protection. We like to think that 
our own demands to-day are on a higher 
plane, and if we are still creatures of 
fashion, changing from decade to decade 
or even from year to year, fashion itself 
is merely the expression of the natural 
law of growth to which we have referred 
earlier on at some length. Thus nature’s 


rhythm is expressed in man by his insis- 
tence upon change and novelty as he 
obeys that law. 

When therefore we consider the seem- 
ingly strange paradox of bitter and sus- 
tained opposition by artists and critics 
to “new” forms of art, we discover on 
reflection that no paradox in fact exists, 
for the magnitude of the change giving 
rise to a sustained body of opposition is 
found to be too great for rapid assimilation. 
The mind of the artist or critic—con- 
ditioned to accepted stimuli, beliefs 
and a set standard—refuses 
to digest what appears 
to be a completely new 
idiom. 

Even the removal of a 
thick layer of yellow varnish 
from an ‘‘ Old Master,” re- 
vealing ‘‘ new values,” may 
rouse the critics in fury. 
A Professor of Architecture 
may hurl invective at the 
buildings of an Exhibition : 
his cry of “‘ A new baboon- 
ery” is merely a negative 
appraisal and is perfectly 
honest, for what he is say- 
ing in effect is “‘I cannot 
accept this new approach ; 
my spirit revolts against it, 
for it is entirely alien to all I

have loved and come 
to accept as inviolate 
truth.” 


CHANGE NOT 
NECESSARILY 
DETERIORATION 


We are now in a 
position to see how 
wrong was Lord Kames 
when he claimed that 
“there are certain pro- 
portions which please 
the eye, as in music there 
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are certain proportions which please the 
ear, so that the slightest deviation from 
the precise proportions is disagreeable,” 
for the mind of man, obeying the natural 
law, the law of -rhythm, is itself capable 
of change, and that change is not neces- 
sarily a “‘ deterioration.” 


The story, known to scientists, of the 
manner in which Kekulé the chemist, 
discovered the answer to the problem of 
molecular structure which was eluding 
him, is worth repeating. He dreamed of a 
snake seizing hold of its own tail, and 
immediately grasped the fundamental 
idea of the quadravalency of carbon and 
the linking of the atoms. Later, in a 
lecture, he advised his audience: “ Let 
us learn to dream, gentlemen, then 
perhaps we shall find the truth ! ” 


Nine-tenths of an architect’s time is 
spent in dreaming, but he must know how 
and what to dream. He ought to be able 
to understand and interpret the emotional 
states which lie within him, emotional 
states which rise from more than one 
instinctive disposition. ‘The Greeks cer- 
tainly did, within their limited demands ! 


ART AND HAPPINESS 


Modern psychologists tabulate at least 
nine principal emotions, including repro- 
duction and construction. They break 
down the complex emotions into constitu- 
ents which they term “ Euphoria ”’ in that 
they tend to produce a state of well-being. 

For their antitheses, I have coined the 
word “‘ Dysphoria,” in that they produce 
the opposite effect.

If we are to accept Kant’s assertion, 
backed by the modern psychologists, that 
“the beautiful... is the object of 
universal pleasure,” it is to the Euphoria 
we must turn in our search for an aesthesis 
capable of lifting us above the depression 
of the Dysphoria. Architects have a 
duty to rise above the present surfeit 
of Dysphoria, or depression, and if they 
cannot do this by means of the happiness 
which should be within them, then they 
must look to humour and laughter to aid 
them. Whoever heard of a truly great 





When to dream.” 
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architect who could not roar with Diony- 
sian glee when occasion demanded? And 
modern man must laugh a great deal 
louder and longer than his primitive 
forbears if he is to retain his reason and 
balance ! 

Such expressions of humour must be 
spontaneous. Any true work of art must 
find a place for humour, the humour of 
the playful imagination which will raise 
the observer from his depression, not 
necessarily always by laughter alone, but 
by the gentle smile of the Euphoria—the 
emotions which produce a sense of well- 
being. The musician, painter, sculptor 
or architect who does not possess the 
faculty for perceiving what is amusing or, 
seeing it, refuses to express it in his 
work, or is incapable of doing so, lacks 
the essentials to produce great work.

IR,—It all sounds so feasible to say 
that a new school of stained glass 

may be started, comparable with Chartres 
and York. The wish is father to the 
thought! The difference between the 
early schools of Chartres and York and 
the Royal College of Art is this: those 
early schools were continuous schools or 
workshops, and the students or craftsmen 
spent their lives in the craft gaining great 
experience ; the Royal College of Art 
students will come and go every year or 
so with no continuity. How can the 
introduction of mere novices during the 
manufacture of the ten windows of 
Coventry Cathedral ensure good work ? 

I understood that Diocesan Advisory 
Committees were functioning for the 
purpose of examining all designs, to 
decide if work for the decoration of God’s 
House was of the very highest quality 
and taste. To pass the work of mere 
amateurs because the architect has asked 
for semi-abstract idiom is nonsense. 

There were reasons why the wonderful 
craftsmen of Chartres created what appears 
to be naive drawing of the figures, but 
there is no reason why modern designers 
should perpetuate crudities and call them 
semi-abstract idiom. If the Church is 
to embrace pure form in design let it do 
so, but for goodness’ sake do not let it 
embrace a sham.

HOUSING PRODUCTION 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,— If the advice given in Mr. C. R. 
Vinycomb’s letter in your issue of 
October 17 was followed by all housing 
authorities and they switched from com- 
mon bricks to breeze blocks for the 
internal skins of hollow walls, we should 
soon find ourselves faced with an acute 
shortage of breeze blocks and a plentiful 
supply of common bricks, and your 
correspondent would then probably advise 
us to use common bricks to conserve the 
breeze blocks. 
Openings 7 ft. 2 in. wide are not un- 
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common in external walls which support 
the floor above, and where the lintol 
soffit is 9 in. below the ceiling level. 
If Mr. Vinycomb really believes that the 
r.c. lintol has no advantages over the fir 
lintol and relieving arch, perhaps he will 
explain how he would get a wood lintol, 
a suitable rise and a two-ring arch into 
the space available in such a case. 

It would also be interesting to hear 
how he would reinforce brickwork across 
such an opening to support the floor above, 
in particular, if he has already scrapped 
bricks in favour of breeze blocks. 

The specification for painting on houses 
to-day is usually knot, prime, one under- 
coat and one finishing coat. It can be 
assumed that the labour in the three 
coats of paint is roughly equal to the stain 
and twice varnish. Thus the only labour 
saving is on the knotting. A saving of 
15 to 20 per cent. would probably be made 
in the cost of materials but this would be 
more than offset by the better quality 
timber needed to make a presentable job 
with stain and varnish finish and I fail to 
see how a finish with a very limited 
variation in shade or colour can be described 
as warmer in tone than a method which 
gives an unlimited choice of colours. 


With regard to the suggestion that ' 


overhanging eaves are a_ throw-back 
from pre-war days, I would say that the 
exact opposite would be nearer the mack. 
How well we all remember that “ box 
with too small a lid” appearance all over 
the countryside. 

No, Sir, I am afraid that Mr. Viny- 
comb does not give us any new ideas. 
Brick reinforcement over openings (where 
suitable) and prestressed concrete beams 
to reduce the span of floor joists, have 
both been used for some time by Mr. 
Vinycomb’s own employers. Houses with 
the bath and w.c. combined on the ground 
floor were built in southern England to 
my own knowledge in 1933 and probably 
long before that, and there is certainly 
nothing spectacular in completing houses 
in eight months. 

In a letter which appeared in your issue 
of August 22 last, Mr. Vinycomb asked 
‘For how long have architects been 
qualified to act as quantity surveyors ? ” 
May I now reverse the question and 
ask Mr. Vinycomb, ‘‘ For how long have 
quantity surveyors been qualified to 
lecture on design ? ”

A NEW APPROACH TO 
CRITICISM 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It was not my intention to enter 
[the lists and answer critical letters 
until the present series of articles was 
completed, but in view of the concerted 
attack upon the truth of Hume’s statement 
that ‘‘ Beauty .. . exists purely in the 
mind...” I feel I must correct a 
misconception which may cause a little 
difficulty in comprehending later articles. 
Beauty can in fact be defined! It is a 
man-endowed quality said to be possessed 
by animate and inanimate objects. That 
is why a stone cannot appreciate “‘ beauty ” 
possessed by another stone. A _ beast, 
incapable of thought, cannot appreciate 
‘‘ beauty ” in another beast although its 
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primary instincts will cause it to be 
attracted to certain animal forms. 
When, however, a being capable of 
thought looks at an animate or inanimate 
object, it at once recognises “ beauty.” 
No matter that that same beauty changes, 
varies, increases or decreases; the faci 
that the human being possesses a mind 
gives truth to “ beauty.” Of course, as 
““G.J.” has stated, there must be an 
object, but, in man-made works of art, 
those objects are conceived in one mind 
and transmitted to another mind by means 
of an object, whether it be the daubs on 
a canvas or bricks piled one on another, 
Alter the demands, by training—i.e. con- 
ditioning of the mind—and you at once 
alter the appreciation of ‘‘ beauty,” which 
for this very reason must be a very 
personal matter. I shall, however, have 
more to say to explain why many men 
agree that certain works “ possess” 
** undoubted beauty ”’ whilst in other cases 
there is considerable disagreement.

IR,—Like some of your other corre- 
spondents I am reading Mr. Eric 
Ambrose’s articles on this subject with 
great interest but occasional critical 
reservations. Last week, discussing 
Wren’s hidden structural devices to 
obtain zsthetic effect, he quoted approv- 
ingly the following “ picturesque simile ”’ 
from McColl :— 

‘‘ When Sir Christopher Wren binds 
his dome around with a chain, he takes 
no more liberty than the dressmaker 
who supports a slack figure with a 
corset.” 

The simile is picturesque enough but 
misleading, for without the iron chain at 
its base the brick cone would burst and 
bring the whole dome structure down in 
ruins, whereas a slack figure without a 
corset would (fortunately ! ) merely sag. 

Wren, in fact, did not take enough 
“liberty,” if that is the right word, for 
in the great conservation and repair 
scheme of the mid-’Twenties it was 
found necessary to put a further chain, 
of stainless steel embedded in concrete, 
around the outside of the drum.

CHURCH ROOFING MATERIAL 
To the Editor of The Builder 


‘IR,—My attention has been drawn 

to the reports in The Builder of 
August 29 and September 19, 1952, by 
the Roofing Committee of the Central 
Council for the Care of Churches, regard- 
ing the use of thatch and shingles for 
pitched roofs on churches. 

In the article on thatch it is stated that 
this material rarely ignites by sparks 
falling on it, but in the experience of this 
Association a common cause of fire in 
thatch is a spark from a chimney or 
chimney fire. This Association’s Journals 
No. 3 -and 17 contain accounts of 
fires in buildings with thatched roofs. 
A further point on which some mis- 
understanding exists is the efficacy of 
flame-retardant treatments for thatch. 
In this connection it should be re- 
membered that all the solutions available 
for this treatment are water-based and 
will be washed from the thatch on exposure 
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to rain so that it will then become neces- 
sary to renew the treatment. It will be 
gathered from this, therefore, that it is not 
possible to render thatch permanently 
flame retardant. 

With regard to the use of wood shingles 
as a roofing material the following extract 
from Post-War Building Study No. 20— 
Fire Grading of Buildings—is of interest : 

** 193. Wood Shingles. ‘The woods com- 
monly used are oak and cedar. Oak shingles 
have been traditionally used on church 
steeples, and do not appear to call for special 
comment when their use is restricted to this 
purpose where the steep pitch prevents 
lodgement of brands. The data which we 
have available on the fire risks of cedar 
shingles in America, where they have been 
extensively used, form a record of disastrous 
conflagrations involving whole townships. 
The evidence indicates that one of the chief 
hazards is the multitude of flying brands 
which this form of roofing produces. ‘These 
brands are able to ignite similar roofs at 
distances of } mile or more. In one instance, 
for example, of a fire in a shingle-roofed house, 
it is significant that the brands ignited only 
those houses in the neighbourhood which were 
similarly covered. So far as is known there 
is no means of making the shingles perman- 
ently less inflammable, and in the light of 
present knowledge we would propose that in 
general the use of this form of roofing should 
be prohibited. We have, in arriving at this 
decision, not neglected the fact that the effects 
in America may have been intensified by the 
greater wind velocities which are often 
experienced, and by the lower humidities 
which persist in certain areas, although after 
periods of summer drought in this country 
shingle roofs would be very dry.” 

Tests carried out in this country 
indicate that brands given off from a 
burning: roof of wood shingles may, in 
certain conditions, be capable of igniting 
a similar roof. In addition brands may 
ignite light combustible material near by 
or may enter open windows and ignite 
furnishings. 
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Thatch or wood shingles cannot there- 
fore, in the view of this Association, be 
recommended for roofing.

Reginald F. J. Fairlie, R-S.A., F.R.LB.A. 


WE REGRET to announce the death on 
October 27 at Edinburgh of Mr. Reginald 
Francis Joseph Fairlie, R.S.A., F.R.LB.A., 
the Scottish architect. Mr. Fairlie was born 
in 1883 and was educated at the Oratory 
School, Birmingham. After serving articles 
with Sir Robert Lorimer, he continued his 
studies in Italy and began practice in Edin- 
burgh in 1909. 

Two of his best-known works are, perhaps, 
the new building for the National Library 
of Scotland and Fort Augustus Abbey, while 
another outstanding example is his restora- 
tion of the medieval chapel of St. Andrew’s 
University.

8 here scheme of 32 dwellings has 

been built by Messrs. G. A. 
Harvey and Co. (London), Ltd., to 
provide accommodation for their 
employees and is on land adjoining 
their pre-war estate named Harvey- 
gardens. It is planned as mixed 
development at 12 dwellings to the 
acre, comprising 12 houses of three 
bedrooms, 16 flats of two bedrooms 
and four of three bedrooms. 

The four three-bedroom flats 
are planned over a terrace of six 
maisonettes and approached by a 
central staircase; the remaining 16 
are in a four-storey block with stair 
access to a pair of flats at each floor. 

Work was commenced in August, 
1951, after piled foundations had 
been completed for the super- 
structure, and was completed in 
just over a year, portions being let 
as they were finished. 

The buildings are grouped around 
a small green, and the development 
included the formation of a new 
road and sewer from Charlton-lane. 
The triangular space at the rear of 
the site is to be used as allotments. Layout plan. 
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Plans of houses, maisonettes and flats. 
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Private gardens are provided to all 
houses and flats. 

The house accommodation con- 
sists of a living-room, dining-room, 
kitchen, three bedrooms (two double 
and one single), separate bathroom 
and w.c. and an outside store. The 
flats have a large living-room with 
sun balcony (except over maison- 
ettes), kitchen, separate bathroom 
and w.c. 

The houses have external fuel 
stores and the flats are provided with 
a special type of fuel hopper for 
external delivery.- Refuse chutes 
are provided to the block of flats 
delivering into bins at ground level. 
Domestic hot water is provided to the 
houses from inset boilers in the 
dining-rooms. The flats have back 
boilers to the living-room fireplaces. 


The buildings are generally of 
normal brick construction with metal 
windows and pantile roofs. The 
flats have reinforced concrete floors 
finished asphaltic composition tiles. 
As the site is on made-up ground, 
piled foundations with ground beams 
were used throughout. Internal 
wall finish, generally, is in dis- 
temper, emulsion paint being used 
in the kitchens and bathrooms. The 
public stairs have a glazed tile dado 
with emulsion paint on the wall 
above. 

A small laundry is provided for 
tenants of the estate. This con- 
sists of three bays each containing 
double sinks, a washboiler and a 
gas-heated drying cabinet. A pram 
or cycle shed is provided for each

ORK on this school, which is on the southern 
outskirts of the City of Coventry, started in 
March, 1951, and was completed in May, 1952, a 
month ahead of schedule. The school came under 
the provision of the financial year 1950-51 schools 
programme of the Coventry education authority. 
There are seven classrooms, each accommodating 
40 children. 

Owing to the rapidly expanding district and increased 
numbers in the school age group of this class of 
school, the parochial authorities, with the agreement 
of the City education authorities, decided to add an 
extra classroom in the juniors’ section of the school. 
The accommodation for the type of school laid down 
in the official programme of 1950-51 was 280 children. 
The additional classroom provides places for 40 extra 
children in the junior section, making a total of 320 
intake to the school. The total floor area is 15,708 
sq. ft., allowing 49 sq. ft. per place. 

It was decided that in planning the school, pro- 
vision should be made for an extension in view of the 
rapidly expanding area in which the school is built, 
and for this purpose a provision has been made in 
present services, etc., to extend one classroom in 
each department of infants and juniors and to extend 
the assembly hall by two additional span units. 

The site is approximately rectangular in shape on 
an east-west axis. The buildings overlook playing 
fields on the south side and there are fine elm trees 
surrounding the site. A scheme has been instituted 
by the parochial authorities whereby donors will 
provide additional trees and shrubs in due course of 
time, 

The whole school is on one floor level with the 
exception of sunk boiler house. The junior class- 
room units are each stepped to gain maximum sun- 


light, while the infant classrooms have ample circula- 
tion areas between them. The assembly hall, dining 
hall, and staff rooms and kitchen block are all lit 
naturally. All buildings are so sited as to be away 
from roads and noise. The junior playground is 
placed at the north-west position of site and the 
infants’ playground, with sand pits and paddling 
pool at a higher level of the grounds at the north- 
east position. A central corridor with administra- 
tion and staff rooms on either side forms the main 
central access to the infant and junior classroom 
blocks, and also access to playing pitches. Both 
infant and junior sections have their own separate 
entrances as well as that of the main central entrance. 

Construction —The building is planned on an 
8 ft. 3 in. module of light galvanised steel framework 
throughout with 11-in. cavity walls formed with 
precast concrete slab units faced with Derbyshire 
white spar surface, the inner skin being breeze 
block units. Breeze blocks are also used for 
partition walls. Where extra strength was required 
in division walls, brickwork was used. The roof is 
constructed of special concrete units covered with 
lightweight insulation screed and three-layer built 
up bituminous and mineral surfaced material with 
aluminum rain-water heads. The treatment of 
elevations throughout the school building, with certain 
exceptions, has been made with Derbyshire white 
spar surfaced concrete wall cladding units. 

At the main entrance and the tank room above and 
on the east-end wall of the assembly hall, use has been 
made of light fawn multi-colour sand-faced, Leicester- 
shire bricks. A diapered pattern has been introduced 
to the assembly hall end wall and likewise that of the 
tank room, whereby the diapered pattern has been 
picked out by darker header bricks.

This is a further extension to the Easiform system 
which has already been used for the construction of 
25,000 post-war permanent houses and also for 
barrack blocks and technical buildings for the Forces. 
The system was originated by the contractors, John 
Laing and Son, Ltd., just after the first world war, 
and between the wars some 3,000 of these houses 
were constructed. 

The prototype blocks, in this case two blocks each

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of 12 flats, have been constructed for Elstree Rural 
District Council (Mr. D. Howell, B.Sc., 
A.M. Inst.C.E., M.Inst.Mun.E., Engineer and Sur- 
veyor) and are now occupied. Blocks may be built 
in units of 6, 12 or 18 flats and further contracts 
are already in progress for various local authorities. 


Construction: ‘The general construction of the 
external walls is the Easiform cavity wall with a 
34-in. outer skin of natural aggregate concrete, tied 
through a 2-in. cavity to a 3}-in. clinker concrete inner 
leaf. The inner leaf to the external living-room wall 
is thickened to 5 in. to carry the heavier loading across 
the larger window. Standard Easiform shuttering 
was used, and the work was so phased as to permit 
the walls to rise through a storey height on one half 
of the block in four lifts, whilst the floors are laid 
on the first half storey. 


The main walls are finished in white Tyrolean and 
are relieved at the front by a recessed staircase unit, 
the front wall of which is finished with crushed 
brick-faced concrete panels. Almost any other facing 
is practicable, but it was felt that red hand-made bricks 
gave a bold colour contrast with the Tyrolean finish. 
Particular care has been taken to ensure that the 
staircase is well lit and to give it a light colour scheme. 


The flower boxes are in precast concrete, making 
a staggered pattern across the front elevation, but 
each flat has its own window box. The use of one- 
pipe plumbing and permanent ventilators in the 
windows has freed the elevations of services and made 
it possible to give due consideration to the back of 
the building. 


Sound Insulation: Special attention has been 
given to sound insulation, the precast concrete floors 
being finished with a 14-in. screed floating on a 
bitumenised fibre-glass bed. The transmission of 
wall-borne sound is obstructed by a bituminous felt 
course in the walls, level with the underside of the 
structural floor.

The planning avoids a dark corridor and separates 
the bedrooms from the immediate vicinity of the flat 
entrance door. The entrance lobby gives access to a 
small working balcony, to the kitchen and to the 
living-room where, by the fenestration, an attempt 
has been made to define the use of one end particu- 
larly as a dining recess. The two double bedrooms 
and the bathroom are reached through an inner 
lobby which is lit by borrowed lights.

(THESE workshops, forming part of the Folkestone 

Technical College for the Kent Education 
Committee, have been planned to allow for the 
future development of a full-scale Technical College 
to replace the existing building on the same site. 
The present scheme forms the first instalment, and 
will provide accommodation for building trades and 
engineering courses. 


Layout : The general layout conforms with normal 
factory type planning. A supply road serves each 
workshop, and external stores are suitably arranged 
in relation to it. Internally, the workshops have 
been arranged in accordance with a need for flex- 
ibility. The main area of the plan consists of a 
covered space which is divided by movable parti- 
tions. The-relation of these partition units to a 
system of roof lighting was one of the problems of the 
design. A certain degree of sound insulation between 
rooms is needed to promote conditions suitable for 
instruction and this, with other special problems 
arising from the educational function of the building, 
has been taken into account. The “ egg-crate”

type of roof allows for the alteration of the internal 
layout on the basis of a plan-module 1o ft. square. 
The partition panels will fit anywhere beneath the 
fins of the crate, and effectively seal off one room 
from another. The system of roof-lighting ensures 
a minimum daylight factor of 5 per cent. at bench 
level at all places in the plan, regardless of the 
partition positions, and the entry of sunlight is 
suitably controlled. The “fins” of the crate are 
formed by the steel structure. Main trusses are 
spaced at 1o ft. centres, and the squares are formed by 
steel tie-members at right-angles. These members 
are covered with a lining of fibre-board, which will 
be painted in light pastel tints. The roof space is 
kept clear of exposed services, excepting for the 
single conduit connection to the light fitting which is 
placed centrally in each square. In this way, the 
roof design makes for pleasant acoustical and visual 
conditions in the workshops. 

The two-storeyed block has been designed for 
future growth ‘n the form of additional storeys and 
extensions to the east. A system of structural steel- 
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work for the main frame with detachable cantilever 


_ steel brackets for the corridor has been devised. In 


the workshop portion the stanchions are box-shaped 
to suit the requirements of the walling units. 


Construction : The construction has been designed 
in an endeavour to promote speed of erection with a 
small labour force, and the materials for the building 
have been chosen with a view to present-day restric- 
tions. The internal partitions and the external 
walling are composed of cellular laminated plastic 
panels, with a self-coloured finish. The partitions 
are fixed by means of spring-loaded jacks with 
special provisions for easy removal and refixing. 


Mechanical Services : The mechanical and elec- 
trical services are’ arranged in accordance with the 
requirements of the flexibility of the plan. Lighting 
is uniformly distributed over the grid, and the heating 
units are confined to the fixed walls. A low-velocity 
unit-type heater is used with a slow-speed double- 
spindled motor and “ paddle-wheel ” fans installed 
in a cabinet. The air discharges over a grilled 
horizontal heating element, which is supplied with 
low-pressure hot water as the heating medium. 

The project has been planned concurrently with 
the Dartford Technical College (illustrated in The 
Builder of March 30, 1951), whose first instalment 
is a multi-storeyed teaching block. The two schemes 
together form a comprehensive experiment in 
technical college design. 


In both projects the layout of laboratories and 
practical rooms was planned at a very early stage 
with close collaboration between the education 
authorities and the architect, in order that proper 
dispositions could be made for economy of services 
and the design of appropriate equipment. ‘This was 
particularly important in view of the flexibility 
proposed for the internal planning and the need to 
include in the main building some practical rooms 
which will later be moved elsewhere. The boiler 
room in each case has been planned in a manner 
which permits extensions to be made to it when 
additions are made to the building, so that the cost 
may be reasonably proportional in each case. 


The architect for the colleges is Mr. S. H. Loweth, 
F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., the Kent County Architect. 
Mr. R. T. Green, F.R.I.B.A., is the Deputy County 
Architect in charge of educational buildings. 


The technical research and the’ preparation of 
both projects have been carried out by Schools 
Group One, under the supervision of Mr. J. H. 
Garnham Wright, A.R.I.B.A., Dipl. Arch., with the 
assistance of Messrs. L. B. Matthews, A.R.I.B.A., 
G. G. Grylls, A.R.I.B.A., A.A.Dip., and W. A. 
Shirbon, A.R.I.B.A. Messrs. Malcolm Glover and 
Partners, of Westminster, are consultant structural 
engineers for the schemes, and the consultants for 
the mechanical and electrical services are Messrs. 
J. Stinton Jones and Partners, of London.

Finance of Housing 


DURING the debate on the second reading 

of the Housing (Scotland) Bill in the 
House of Lords on October 23, Lorp Morri- 
SON raised the whole question of housing 
finance.. Unless a halt could be called to 
the ever-increasing burden of subsidies he 
feared they were heading for a complete 
breakdown in housing finance. This Bill, 
like the English Bill, would do little to’ avert 
it. It was obvious that local authorities 
could not continue to carry the burden of 
huge deficiencies any more than the Govern- 
ment could. But any large increase in rent 
for lower-paid workers would make it almost 
impossible for them to accept a house. He 
pleaded for housing to be lifted out of the 
arena of party politics. 

Lorp SALTOUN agreed with Lord Morri- 
son, and spoke on the difficulty experienced 
in repairing houses. Apparently if one had 
a scheme to repair a house, and that scheme 
cost £800, one obtained a grant of £400. 
If it cost £801, one got no grant at all under 
this Bill, except by the grace of the Secretary 
of State. In these days it was quite impos- 
sible to forecast what building costs would 
be. He was told that the reason for the 
provision in the Bill was the shortage of 
materials, but he was sure if they got people 
whole-heartedly interested in the matter there 
were to be found materials the existence of 
which the Government had not the slightest 
notion. If the Government could find it 
possible to show more confidence in the 
people who were doing the building, and 
to give them a free hand in these matters, 
it would be all to the good. In fact, if 
all the controls in this business could be 
taken off altogether he was sure there would 
be such a burst of well-directed energy as 
would go far to help the most pressing needs 
in housing. 

The Ear’ oF Home, Under-Secretary for 
Scotland, in his reply, agreed that if the 
housing problem was to be solved there must 
be a great degree of party co-operation. 
With regard to the reconditioning of rural 
houses, the amount of money which could 
be spent and could rank for grant was a 
matter for regulation and could be varied 
by the Secretary of State at any time, so 
that this £800 was not a fixed figure. The 
reason why the Government took £800 as 
being a reasonable figure was that, having 
access to the costs of reconditioning, they 
found that £1,000 was about the average 
cost for a local authority. But that, of course, 
included the cost of acquisition, which had to 
be cut out in the case of grants to private 
persons. Therefore, for the time being at 
any rate, they thought that £800 was a 
reasonable maximum. but it was subject to 
variation by regulation. The Secretary of 
State had discretion to allow a greater 
expenditure. 

The Bill was read a second time. 


Schools, Hospitals and Prisons 


On October 16, in reply to Mr. SWINGLER, 
the Minister of Education, Miss HorSBRUGH, 
said that the numbers of new primary 
schools under construction in England and 
Wales on June 1 in 1950, 1951 and 1952 
were 716, 911 and 785 respectively. Com- 
parable figures for new secondary schools 
were 219, 293 and 276. ‘ 

Mr. A. Epwarp Davies asked the Minis- 
ter of Health whether the supply of steel 
available to his department had now ‘im- 
proved sufficiently to enable him to allocate 
greater amounts for the building of hospitals 
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and hostels urgently required for the accom- 
modation of the aged sick. 

Mr. MACLEOD, in his reply, said he was 
glad to say that increased allocations of steel 
had made it possible to make a little more 
available for building of old people’s homes 
under the National Assistance Acts and also 
for hospital building work, but it was still 
impossible to satisfy all requirements. 

Sm HuGxH Lucas-Toots, Under-Secretary, 
Home Office, told Mr. THomas REID that 


there was no possibility of building at once - 


enough new prisons to relieve the present 
overcrowding. The programme of new 
building already approved would start in 
1953, and its development would not be 
retarded by limitations on capital invest- 
ment. The Minister of Works, whose depart- 
ment would be responsible for building the 
new prisons, had undertaken to urge these 
projects forward as much as he could. In 
the meantime some relief was being sought 
by increasing the number of open institu- 
tions. 


London Builders’ Conference 


Further questions on the London Builders’ 
Conference have been asked in the House of 
Commons. On October 28, Lt.-CoL. LirpTON 
asked the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government what advice he had given to 
local authorities in the London area in con- 
nection with tenders for housing contracts 
submitted by member firms of the London 
Builders’ Conference. 

Mr. MAcMILLAN referred him to the 
answer he ‘gave him on October 21 (The 
Builder, October 24). Local authorities 
were well able to look after themselves, he 
said, and he saw no reason to give them 
advice on this subject until they asked for it. 

Lt.-CoL. LiTon said that as a long time 
would elapse before the President of the 
Board of Trade did something or nothing 
about it, would the Minister, in the mean- 
time, encourage local authorities to get an 
undertaking from the contractors that no 
tender should be submitted to this price- 
fixing body which held the community up 
to ransom before tenders had been received 
by the local authorities concerned. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that, unlike some 
Ministers, he believed that local authorities 
could manage their own business best, and 
he was grateful to the hon. member for the 
publicity which helped them in their task. 


Asbestos-Cement Pipes 


On October 21, in reply to COMMANDER 
MAITLAND, the Minister, of Works, Mr. 
Ecces, said that the production of 3-inch 
asbestos-cement pipes was now S50 per cent. 
higher than in June. Supplies generally 
were satisfactory and were expected to be 
adequate in the future. 


The Blitzed Cities 

On October 21 Mr. HayMan asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what sums were authorised by his depart- 
ment for rebuilding the bombed city of 
Portsmouth in the years 1949-50, 1950-51, 
1951-52 and 1952-53, respectively. 

Mr. MaAcMILLAN said that the sums 
authorised were: in 1949 nil, in 1950 
£100,000, and in 1951 £450,000. The total 
value of work completed or started was 
about £1.5 million. Expenditure on such 
work. this year would be about £220,000; 
£340,000 next year and £200,000 in 1954. 

Mr. Foor asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government what was the total 
number of licences issued for reconstruction 
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in the Plymouth city centre in the years 1950 
and 1951; and what was the total value of 
the work to be covered by these licences. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said the number was 19 
and £1,356,000. 

Mr. Foor asked what was the total num- 
ber of new licences issued for reconstruction 
in the Plymouth city centre between Octo- 
ber, 1951, and October, 1952; and what was 
the total value of the work to be covered by 
these licences. 

Mr. MAcMILLAN said that in view of the 
large amount of work already in hand, two 
new licences, value £80,000, had been issued 
in this period. The value of the work 
carried out in 1951 was £781,000 and was 
expected to be in 1952 £683,000; £230,000 
was carried over. 


Smoke Nuisance 


On October 21 Mr. A.‘E. Davies asked 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment whether he was satisfied that local 
authorities had adequate powers to deal with 
the industrial smoke nuisance in their locali- 
ties; and whether he would take steps to 
strengthen those powers to assist them in 
their fight for a clearer atmosphere. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that local authori- 
ties had wide powers for the prevention of 
smoke nuisances under the Public Health 
Act, 1936, and, while he was anxious to 
assist, he did not think that further legis- 
lation was necessary at present. 


Selling Price of Houses 


On October 21 Mr. HYLTON-FoSTER asked 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment if, for the benefit especially of those 
who had to move their houses to earn their 
living, he could now say what the Govern- 
ment intended to do about the repeal or the 
continuance of the control of the selling 
price of houses maintained by Section 43 
of the Housing Act, 1949. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said he had this matter 
under consideration but he was not yet able 
to make any announcement. 


St. Stephen’s Crypt 

On October 21, in reply to Mr. PARKER, 
Mr. Mo son, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Works, said that cleaning and 
repairs to St. Stephen’s Crypt were finished 
early this month and the Chapel was now 
open to the public, 

Housing Lists 

On October 22 Mr. CHARLES ORR-EWING 
called attention to certain anomalies which 
arose in regard to people who were waiting 
for council houses, but who found that, 
through no fault of their own, they were 
unable to get on the housing list of any 
council. He referred particularly to people 
who had not been residing in an area long 
enough—such as those who through 
marriage or a change of work had to move 
out of one area ipto another. 

Mr. Marp.es, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said that the Minister was 
anxious to be helpful and last January he 
circularised local authorities about the ex- 
soldiers. But it must be remembered that 
the Minister did not have legal power to 
direct: he could only give guidance. In 
practice it had been found that there were 
only a few local authorities which did not 
go a long way towards meeting the Minister’s 
wishes. The case of people transferring from 
one area to another was covered by another 
pamphlet which the Minister had issued, and 
so was the case of the caravanners. 
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In the éase of the old people, they were 
up against a real problem. Circular 36 was 
issued on May 8 last, and paras. 6 and 7 
were the operative sections for the old 
people. Although this circular set out what 
weight local authorities should give to the 
old people, the difficulty the local authorities 
were finding was a lack of suitable buildings 
in which to house them. It was no use 
hiding the fact that we had not a sufficient 
number of dwellings in this country to 
accommodate the oJd people. They required 
a special sort of housing due to their age. 

Recently he toured the Continent to study 
housing conditions and to steal all ideas 
which he considered good. He was aston- 
ished to find that in certain schemes on the 
Continent for old people they had ideas 
which we had not yet adopted, and he was 
hopeful that as a result of his visit they 
would be able to introduce some of those 
excellent ideas in this country. But until 
they had the physical accommodation all the 
instructions in the world would not make the 
slightest difference. But he was hopeful that 
—e the visit to the Continent they would 
get on. 


Health Centres 


On October 23, in reply to MR. SPARKS, 
MR. MACLEop said that since October, 1951, 
one scheme for a health centre had been 
approved, and this centre and two others 
a nn before that date had been com- 
pleted. 


School Building 


On October 23 Miss HorsBruGH told MR. 
MIKARDO that between January 1 and August 
31, iiss: the — of educational building 
work approved in England and Wales was 
£27,839,000. The comparable figure for 
1951 was £42,117,000. 


An Adam Mantelpiece 


On October 21 Mr. Watkins asked the 
Minister of Works what price was paid by 
his department for the mantelpiece bought 
at a sale at Halnaby Hall, near Darlington; 
and for what purpose it was bought. 

Mr. Ecces said he would like to have 
preserved Halnaby Hall for the nation. But 
no money was available. He therefore tried 
to buy some of the outstanding fitments. 
The most important of these was a remark- 
able mantelpiece in the Adam _ tradition 
which they would all want to see remain 
in this country. He paid 500 guineas for 
it. A mantelpiece of this quality was needed 
for an apartment in Kensington Palace, the 
restoration of which was greatly overdue. 
Siting of Airports 

On October 22 Mr. READER HArRIs 

asked the Minister of Civil Aviation if he 
would set up a committee to consider the 
whole question of siting of airports, and, in 
particular, to consider the effect on the local 
populations of the siting of existing and pro- 
posed airports. 
_. MR. MAUDLING said he would not. Few, 
if any, ew sites would be required for 
future civil airports. Any development or 
extension of existing airports was invariably 
preceded by close study of the effects on the 
local populations and by consultation with 
the local authorities concerned. 


Acoustic Walls 


On October 22 Mr. READER Harris 
asked ‘the Minister of Civil Aviation when 
it was proposed to start the building of the 
blast walls at London Airport designed to 
deaden the noise of engines being serviced 
by day or night. 
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Mr. MAuDLING said that work would start 
at London Airport at the beginning of 
November on the construction of an experi- 
mental acoustic wall. 


Defence Buildings Underground 


On October 23, in moving that the Draft 
Civil Defence (Appropriation of Lands and 
Buildings) Regulations be approved, SiR 
HucGuH Lucas-Tootn, the Under-Secretary to 
the Home Office, said that a small number 
of local authorities in congested areas, 
particularly in London, had found it impos- 
sible to get a site for a control centre or a 
site free from the risk of being buried in the 
debris in a serious air raid, and they saw no 
alternative to building under public parks. 
After about six months all that would appear 
above the surface would be the hood protect- 
ing the steps and the cowl for the intake. 
There would be negligible interference with 
amenities, and the Home _ Secretary’s 
approval would be necessary. 

In reply to suggestions that such under- 
ground buildings should have a peace-time 
use, Mr. HENDERSON STEWART, Under- 
Secretary for Scotland, said he hoped there 
could be another use for the control centres. 
That would be looked at carefully. 

The motion was agreed to. 


HOUSING PROGRAMME 
230,000 Built in 1952? 


PEAKING at High Wycombe on Octo- 
ber 27, Mr. Davip EcciEs, M_.P., 
Minister of Works, said that at the end of 
October, with two months to go, the housing 
score for 1952 looked like 230,000—a hun- 
dred houses every working day more than 
Mr. Bevan’s best. The Government’s success 
in housing had not been at the expense of 
other ‘kinds of building, for the total of 
new building was expanding. With the 
same labour force as the Socialist Govern- 
ment had, some 18,000 tons of cement more 
than last year were being used weekly. This 
year the same number of bricklayers was 
laying ten million bricks a week more than 
last year. The building programme as a 
whole was going forward so well that even 
with 500,000,000 bricks extra this year there 
were still not enough. 

Mr. Eccles ‘added: “‘ There are some other 
results which will help High Wycombe. I 
can’t say I have landed the fish yet, but 
the prospects are good. You know that our 
old country has great difficulty in paying 
its way in the world with our traditional 
exports. We have. got to find something 
new to export. Well, I believe it can also 
be done with prefabricated buildings all 
fitted up with their internal equipment and 
furniture, ready to erect anywhere in a few 
hours. All ready for the Australian, the 
Canadian, the South American, the Middle 
Eastern family to step into. Houses, hos- 
pitals, schools, telephone exchanges, all these 
buildings can be prefabricated, packed in 
crates and sent overseas, and they all want 
furniture. Here’s a great industry of the 
future and we’ll make it a success.”

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WORK BEYOND LICENCE-FREE 
AMOUNT 


“ Whole Transaction Illegal ” 


DECISION of interest to contractors 

who undertake building alterations, 
decoration and similar work was reached in 
the Coventry County Court on October 21 
by Judge Drucquer. 

The effect of the judgment is that though 
it might be honestly believed in the first 
instance that the cost of specific work would 
not exceed the amount which made a licence 
necessary, yet, if the cost was ultimately 
found to be in excess of the licence-free 
maximum, the whole transaction was in the 
absence of a licence illegal, and no claim for 
recovery of any part of the cost could law- 
fully succeed. 

Frederick G. Plumb and Sons, Ltd., of 
Coventry, claimed £157 17s. 6d. from John 
L. V. Kwaysser and his wife for work done 
at their home in Leamington-road, Coventry. 
The defendants counter-claimed for £57 10s., 
alleging that some of the work had not been 
done satisfactorily. 

It was stated that the defendants had been 
told the work ordered would cost between 
£90 ahd £100. It was ultimately found that 
the work originally ordered had cost £109, 
the remainder of the amount claimed by the 
plaintiffs relating to extra work ordered. 

Judgment was given for the plaintiffs for 
£33 12s. 6d., and on the counter-claim the 
defendants were awarded 10s. 

It was stated that the defendants had paid 


£42 10s. into court, and costs were awarded | 


to the plaintiffs up’ to the date of the pay- 
ment into court and to the defendants there- 
after, the costs to relate only to the work 
costing £33 12s. 6d. 


IMPROVEMENT GRANTS TO 
HOUSE OWNERS 


Higher Limits Authorised 


Mr. Haro“tD MACMILLAN, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has made 
regulations, Statutory Instrument 1952 No. 
1819, altering certain of the conditions on 
which house owners may get grants from 
local authorities in England and’ Wales 
under the Housing Act, 1949, to help them to 
improve their houses. At present local 
authorities may entertain applications for 
grant if the estimated cost of the work is 
not less than £100 a dwelling and not more 
than £600. The new regulations, which come 
into force on November 1, increase the 
limits to £150 and £800 respectively, and 
will apply to all applications received on of 
after that date. 

Local authorities will still be able, with 
the Minister’s approval, to accept proposals 
which involve more than the maximum 
amount where there are special reasons: for 
example, for a building of historical of 
architectural interest. ° : 

The Minister has explained in a circular 
to local authorities that the purpose of the 
increase is to bring the financial limits into 
line with present-day building costs.

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EUROPEAN TIMBER 
MARKET 


New Stability Foreseen 


A FREE and frank discussion by European 

and North American timber traders in 
Geneva last week has revealed that violent 
fluctuations in sawn softwood prices are as 
“repugnant to exporters as to importers,” 
states the Geneva office of the Economic 
Commission for Europe. Experts of 18 
Governments attending the tenth session of 
the Timber Committee of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Europe reviewed 
this year’s timber situation and the outlook 
for 1953. They agreed that prices had now 
“returned to a level which offered the possi- 
bility of stabilisation,” and that there was 
at present “no reason to fear either a return 
to the depressed market conditions of early 
1952 or a recurrence of the marked price 
cise in 1951.” 

The.committee’s review of import require- 
ments and export availabilities of sawn soft- 
wood, pulpwood and pitprops during 1952 
and 1953 revealed no cause for alarm. Prices 
have returned to a more reasonable level 
and the demand situation has become a good 
deal clearer. Nevertheless, some uncertainty 
concerning prospects for 1953 remains. 

According to timber exporters’ and im- 
porters’ estimates, total sawn softwood 
import requirements for 1953 are placed at 
between 3.05 and 3.25 million standards,* 
while export availabilities are expected to 
reach, at a maximum, 2.85 million standards, 
leaving an apparent deficit. of about 200,000 
to 400,000 standards. Total supplies from 
European sources, placed at 2.1 million 
standards, are not expected to show any 
significant change from the level of the 
current year. : 

The committee considered that the ap- 
parent deficit for 1953 revealed by its 
estimates was “not of magnitude to give 
grounds for anxiety.” It explained that 
although production in the exporting coun- 
tries would inevitably fall as a result of 
weak demand in the first half of this year, 
additional quantities might be forthcoming 
provided demand was sufficiently strong. 
This was true of European sources of supply; 
and the Canadian delegate stated explicitly 
that should European countries demand more 
from Canada, additional quantities could 
undoubtedly be made available. 


Price Break 


At its session in May the E.C.E. Timber 
‘Committee had noted a stagnation in the 
sawn softwood market in Europe. In the 
latter half of May and through the month 
of June this stagnation gave way to a steep 
decline in prices. Best Swedish production, 
for example, which earlier in the year had 
been selling at a basic price of about £93 
per standard (24 in. by 7 in. u/s redwood 
fob), ‘was by the end of June fetching no 
more than £63 -per standard. No steeper 
fall in softwood prices had been recorded 
since the 1921 slump. 

According to the committee, this break 
in prices was in the main the delayed conse- 
quence of a reaction on the part of con- 
sumers against high prices, though a certain 
slackening of ecénomic activity in Europe 
also contributed. The high levels of stock 
at the beginning of the year and various 
factors restricting imports deterred importers 
from buying. 

By the beginning of July the downward 





*A standard is 4.67 cubic’ metres or 1,980 board 
feet of sawn wood. 
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rush of prices had been checked and buying 
had been resumed, the E.C.E. Committee 
noted. By the end of September a consider- 
able amount of business had been done and 
the commiittee’s provisional estimates for the 
year 1952 essentially confirm the forecasts 
made at its May meeting. 
Regret Over Unstable Market 

Delegates of exporting and importing 
countries expressed their regret at the 
“recent vicissitudes” of the sawn softwood 
market, for example rapid price changes and 
sporadic buying. It was pointed out that 
the time lag between purchasing raw material 
and shipping sawn wood reaches two years 
in some cases. This made it difficult for 
producers to pursue a sound production 
policy in unstable market conditions. While 
it was believed unfortunate that the market 
was subject to sudden changes in import 
programmes, the problems of importing 
countries, beset by balance of payments 
difficulties, were fully recognised. 


FUEL RESEARCH, 1951 


Report of the Fuel Research Board 


Y the publication of the report of the 

Fuel Research Board and of the Director 
of Fuel Research for the year 1951, the pre- 
war practice of presenting reports annually 
is resumed. The report * shows that all the 
research programmes started or resumed 
after the war have begun to yield results 
of value in steadily increasing amount. It 
is well known that there is a growing short- 
age of supplies and reserves of the best cok- 
ing coals and that other more plentiful coals 
will, in the not-far-distant future, have to 
be used to provide coke for the metallurgical 
industry. The work of the Fuel Research 
Station on the blending of coals for carbon- 
isation to produce metallurgical cokes ‘of 
acceptable quality is thus of great import- 
ance. This work has now shown that as 
much as 30 or 40 per cent. of weakly caking 
coal may be incorporated in the blends with- 
out seriously affecting the quality of the 
coke. The carbonising conditions which 
give the best coke from certain of the blends 
have been determined. 

The use of pulverised coal as a home- 
produced fuel for gas turbines is an attrac- 
tive possibility and is being investigated 
actively. Experimental work has been con- 
centrated on the design of a vortex com- 
bustion chamber, and on a straight-through 
combustion chamber working with a Fuel 
Research Station Grid or Multijet pulverised 
fuel burner. Both of these combustion cham- 
bers operate without slagging and burn about 
500 lb. of pulverised fuel per hour at atmo- 
spheric pressure. This would correspond, 
when operating under pressure to fire a gas 
turbine, to a fuel consumption of about 
2,000 lb. per hour and a power output of 
2,000 horse power. 

Work on boiler efficiency has been con- 
tinued and efforts have been made to apply 
the principles of smoke _ elimination, 
developed for the Lancashire boiler, to the 
vertical type of boiler, which is much used 
in industry. Some improvement in efficiency 
has so far been achieved and the work is 
being continued with the object of effecting 
an improvement as great as that previously 
achieved with shell boilers of the Lancashire 


Investigations aimed at increasing the 
availability of water-tube boilers by reducing 
the formation of deposits on the outsides of 
the tubes have been continued throughout

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the year for the Boiler Availability Com- 
mittee, and much progress has been made 
in dealing with this difficult problem. 

In addition, considerable progress has also 
been made in the other programmes of the 
Station, including the testing of domestic 
grates and stoves and more fundamental 
researches in the field of domestic heating. 


PROMOTING SALES OF 
BUILDING BOARDS 
Publicity Campaign Approved 
A SCHEME to set up a publicity organisation 
to promote the sales of building board was 
approved, subject to certain conditions, on 
October 23, at a special meeting in London 
of the importers’ section of the Wallboard 
Importers’, Distributors’ and Merchants’ 
Association of the United Kingdom. The 
scheme, if it is finally adopted, will be 
financed by guaranteed contributions from 
overseas and home mills, and by a levy on 
imported board, paid by shippers and 
importers. The scheme’s annual income 

would be in the region of £30,000. 

Suggested avenues of expenditure 
include : — 

Market research; examination of consum- 
ing industries as to possible uses of fibre 
building board; technical information to 
architects, Government departments, local 
authorities—publicising this service to these 
bodies; persuasion of authorities and all 
potential users to use fibre building board; 
preparation of brochures and pamphlets 
(both general and specific); advertising in 
trade journals; and liaison with other tech- 
nical bodies, such as the Building Research 
Station, National Physical Laboratory, etc. 

A meeting of the British Fibre Building 
Board Joint Publicity Committee, which 
represents all sections of the industry, was 
held on October 28, to examine the scheme 
in detail and to decide whether or not it 
should be adopted.

Housing Officer’s Tribute 


OPENING the 1,000th house to be com- 
pleted by Salisbury City Council in its post- 
war housing drive, Mr. C. H. H. Situ, 
Principal Regional Officer of the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government, paid a 
warm tribute to builders and operatives. 
He said: 

“ As regards the builders I wish to-day to 
express on behalf of the Minister his appre- 
ciation of their efforts in Salisbury. It is 
not often understood what a contribution 
is made by the contractors, often at con- 
siderable expense and loss to themselves, 
because, believe me as one who has some 
control over the price of house building, it 
is not necessarily the most attractive and 
most remunerative work to be a contractor, 
but there are many public-spirited contrac- 
tors who feel it their duty to come in with 
at least part of their resources to build houses 
for the people who need them. 

“The operatives do not have a very 
pleasant job in the cold, wet weather, work- 
ing on a bleak housing estate. I only hope 
they can find satisfaction in their work. 
Personally, I think we should all envy them 
in a degree, because they have a job which 
they must at all times appreciate. Every day 
is in itself a social service; they are per- 
forming work which obviously and visibly 
leads to the happiness of their fellow men 
and women and to that of the coming 
generation.” 
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PUBLIC WORKS EXHIBITION 


A Review of Some of the Products on Show 


A NUMBER of new products of interest to local authorities and public works contractors 
will appear in this year’s Public Works and Municipal Services Exhibition which is to be 
opened by the Minister of Housing and Local Government, Mr. Harold Macmillan, on 
November 3. The Exhibition, which is being held at Olympia, London, will be open from 
2 p.m. to 6 p.m. on November 3, and from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on November 4 to November 8. 
We publish below a preview of some of the stands at the Exhibition. 


HOvuses 1952, published by the Ministry 

of Housing and Local Government as 
a supplement to the Housing Manual, 1949, 
showed how economies in house-building 
costs could be achieved by careful interior 
planning without sacrificing post-war stan- 
dards of the main room sizes and aggregate 
living areas. Now the Ministry is taking 
the argument a stage further, and its exhibit 
at the Exhibition will be designed to show 
how further worthwhile savings can be made 
by using economical forms of lay-out and 
buildings. 

The story will be told by means of models, 
plans and photographs. It will take Houses 
1952 as its starting point, and will show the 
way to the next steps—savings on land, and 
savings on roads and services. Plans of 
houses with reduced frontages will be shown, 
and it will be pointed out that though road 
costs vary, a saving of 6 ft. frontage on 
a house can easily mean a reduction of £25 
on the total cost of building, which is equal 
to about 6d. a week in rent. 

Other plans will show economical lay- 
outs for blocks of flats which not only save 
in their internal planning, but also reduce 
road and site development costs. 

There will be two models in the exhibit. 
The first will be of one of the open-plan 
type People’s Houses which was first illus- 
trated as Fig. 18 in Houses 1952. It is 
thought that this type of house, with its 
generous ground-floor living-room, will par- 
ticularly appeal to young people. 

The other model will show two-storey 
flats. This type is planned with a separate 
garden for each tenant with direct access 
to it from the external entrance door to each 
flat. The flats will be arranged in echelon 
formation with footpath approach, which 
allows for considerable savings in road and 
sewer costs. [Stand No. 49.] 


The stand of the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research will show exhibits 
by the Building Research Station and the 
Road Research Laboratory. 

The Building Research Station has done 
a great deal of research on one-pipe plumb- 
ing, which is popular in America and in 
Continental countries but has not yet been 
adopted in this country, where the two-pipe 
system is traditional. It is claimed for the 
one-pipe system that the use of a single 
stack-pipe to receive ‘the discharge from 
basin, bath, sink and water closet of a two- 
storey house gives improvement of appear- 
ance, particularly when the system is so 
designed that the vent pipes can be omitted. 

A full-scale installation built from trans- 
parent piping will be shown and it will be 
possible to trace the water flow and to see 
the ways in which the breaking of water 
seals by self syphonage and induced syphon- 
age can be prevented. 

The Road Research Laboratory will show 
the results of work on road safety and 
vehicle lighting, and the exhibit will also 


deal with road making and maintenance, 
including the use of soil cement stabilisation 
in road construction and the laying and 
testing of tar carpets and surface dressings. 
Included in the section dealing with the 
maintenance of concrete rodds will be the 
prototype of a machine recently developed 
for the resealing of joints. [Stand No. 173.] 


The British Standards Institution will be 
featuring on their stand the very wide range 
of British Standards and of British Standard 
Codes of Practice that are of interest to 
municipal engineers and architects and to 
public works’ contractors. A complete set 
of all B.S. will be available for reference 
and copies may be purchased. 

In particular, a special feature will -be 
made of the addendum to the 1950 Building 
Handbook. This addendum contains the 
salient features of 14 new B.S. issued since 
the publication of the Handbook, and full 
details of a further 30 B.S. in this field which 
have been extensively amended. The adden- 
dum also includes amendment slips affecting 
a further 26 summaries. [Stand No. 86.] 


Concrete and Concreting 
Plant 


The exhibits of E. P. Allam and Co., Ltd., 
45, Great Peter-street, S.W.1, will include 
several types of vibrator units, one of which

Mr. H. Byrne, the 
council’s housing manager, said it did not 
appear economical to build 2-bedroomed 
houses, and in practice the money saved on 
paper worked out differently.

The number of applicants on Wolverhamp- 
ton’s housing waiting list (6,133) at March, 
1952, was larger than it was at March, 1950, 
in spite of the fact that during the two 
years’ interval some 1,500 families had been 
housed, states Mr. R. J. Cowley, the corpora- 
tion’s housing manager, in his annual report 
just issued. 


Trade Prospects 


“An unaccustomed spate of good news 
about the national position this autumn 
ought not to blind traders to the unsound- 
ness which it may, for a time, conceal.” This 
opinion is stated in the September issue of 
“Trend,” a quarterly bulletin prepared by 
the Economist Intelligence Unit. The sub- 
ject matter includes sales prospects, labour, 
raw material purchasing and the replace- 
ment costs of plant and equipment, as well 
as an analysis of current facts and opinions 
influencing trade conditions.

The Ministry of Supply announces that 
feom January 1 next no distinction will be 
made in allocation between alloy iron and 
steel and non-alloy steel. Consumers will 
then be free to choose how much of either 
material—within their total authorised ton- 
nages—they wish to acquire, instead of 
having amounts specified for each. There 
will be an exception—tinplate, terneplate and 
blackplate — which will remain separately 
allocated as at present. 

Those who already hold authorisations for 
periods in 1953 for alloy and non-alloy 
materials separately will shortly receive 
authority to treat them as applicable to 
either type of material.

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OVERSEAS BUILDING

Australia—A number of oil refineries are 
to be built in Australia. The Vacuum Oil 
Co. is allocating £Al5m. for the construc- 
tion of a refinery at Altona, in the State of 
Victoria, and the Shell Co. is building a 
refinery at Geelong at a cost of £A10m. 
British Celanese has a £A10m. project under 
consideration and the Ford Motor Company 
of Australia is to spend the best part of 
£AS5m. on extensions to its plant at Geelong. 
Other large companies expanding in 
Australia include H. J. Heinz who are to 
build a food processing plant costing £A3m. 
at Dandenong and the Dunlop Rubber Co. 
who are to spend £Alm. on extensions at 
their plant in Bayswater. .Further informa- 
tion may be available from the London 
offices of these firms. 


Bahamas—The Butlin Holiday Village 
in the Bahamas has been mentioned in a Bill 
before the Bahamas Government and per- 
mission has been given for the sale to 
American interests. The new owners, 
according to reports, will change the face of 
the holiday centre so that it will now cater 
for the luxury visitor instead of the “ middle 
pocket” visitor. This will mean a great deal 
of rebuilding and new fixtures.

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te Ceylon’s financial position, which is at 
present unsteady, no dates have been given 
for building, but plans and suggesticus will 
no doubt be welcomed after initial inquiries 
have been made. It is thought that the iron 
and steel factory may be held up and that 
there may be some delay in placing the con- 
tract for the textile mill, but the other pro- 
jects should go ahead in time. As Ceylon is 
also to commence export of monazite sand 
a number of factories are planned solely for 
dealing with this commodity. News of the 
first is that building will take place in the 
Trincomalee region and that the factory will 
be capable of handling 125,000 tons of raw 
sand a year. Ceylon’s future development 
can be gauged as well from the figures pub- 
lished to cover her second six-year plan. 
Power development and distribution is to 
cost 209,000,000 Rs., Health 195,000,000 Rs., 
Education 145,000,000 Rs., and rural de- 
velopment and administration 86,000,000 Rs. 
Quite a part of this money will be allocated 
for health centres, schools, hospitals, public 
buildings and offices, farm settlements, 
drainage, and power-houses. Ceylon should 
prove to be a very good market for the 
British builder and contractor of materials 
during the next few years. 


Holland.—It is evident now that American 
industrialists are displaying a great interest 
in Holland and already a number of Ameri- 
can firms have mentioned their plans to 
build factories in that country. The Minne- 
apolis Honeywell Co., for instance, is re- 
ported to be going ahead with the establish- 
ment of a factory for the production of con- 
trol apparatus. The Cincinnati Milling and 
Grinding Machine Co. has made a start with 
a plant at Vlaardingen to commence opera- 
tion next year and a knitting machine factory 
is to be erected at Almelo. From the point 
of view of the building contractor, it looks 
as though there will be a great deal of work 
in Holland in the coming years, and no 
doubt many will try for contracts. Again, 
the best opportunity for British contractors 
is probably the supplying of building 
materials.

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Mexico.—Reports from Mexico show 
that several undertakings are in hand. 
Petroleos Mexicanos, the national petroleum 
monopoly, has made three promising oil 
strikes in the Tenixtepec area of the State 
of Veracrus and plans are already being dis- 
cussed for building a small settlement on the 
spot complete with the usual amenities. It 
is interesting to note that a commission re- 
cently stated that 7,000 million pesos will be 
required for essential public works in 
Mexico City including drainage, lighting, 
water supply, paving and public parks. An 
oil refinery, together with the necessary pipe- 
lines, will be built at Guadalajara, and two 
companies, Cia. Panamericana de Azufre 
and Cia. Sulfurica del Golfo, are to build a 
sulphur plant. The Ministry of Water Re- 
sources has now been authorised to build 
the Mocuzari dam on the Mayo river in the 
State of Sonora for agricultural irrigation, 
and it is reported that plans are being dis- 
cussed for the construction of a port near 
Matamoros on the U.S.-Mexican border 
some 30 miles from the mouth of the Bravo 
river at a cost of 68,000,000 pesos. 


New Zealand—The Auckland Harbour 
Bridge Authority, New Zealand, have 
accepted the joint tender of two British firms, 
the Cleveland Bridge and Engineering Co., 
Ltd., of Darlington, and Dorman, Long and 
Co., Ltd., of Middlesbrough, for the con- 
struction of a new road bridge at Auckland. 
This was the only British tender submitted 
and had to meet strong foreign competition, 
particularly from Continental  bridge- 
builders. The value of the contract is 
£4,236,000. Each of the firms will fabricate 
approximately half of the steelwork and will 
work in association on the construction of 
the foundations and erection of the super- 
structure. The weight of steel in the bridge 
is approximately 10,000 tons. 


The overall length of the bridge works 
which link the City of Auckland with the 
Borough of Northcote is 3,520 ft., and in- 
cludes an 800-ft. span over the navigation 
channel, and six outer spans. The consulting 
engineers are Messrs. Freeman, Fox and 
Partners, of London. 


Norway.—tThe first of Greater Oslo’s six 
satellite towns is taking shape at Lambert- 
seter to the south-east of the capital. This 
new town planned to be completed by 1958 
is to have altogether 4,000 dwellings. The 
other five satellite towns to be built are to 
have between 1,200 and 3,700 dwellings. 
Each town is to have blocks of flats in the 
centre with small houses on the outskirts and 
the settings within the towns will comprise 
local parishes of about 1,000 people each 
assembled around their own shops, cafes, and 
other utility institutions. About 100,000 of 
Oslo’s citizens are to be resettled in these new 
towns. As the work is still in its infancy 
there should be scope for suppliers of differ- 
ent types of materials who have the suitable 
requirements of the Norwegian market.

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A Model Highland Village 
A MODEL Highland village is springing 

up at Cannich, near the recently-opened 
Glen. Affric Hydro-electric scheme. Seventeen 
attractively-grouped houses, four of which 
are occupied, are being built by the North 
of Scotland Hydro-electric Board for the 
men who will operate and control the Affric 
station. 

Designed by Mr. James Shearer, R.S.A., 
F.R.LB.A., of Dunfermline, who also planned 
the Fasnakyle Power Station, they are 
typically Scottish in character, and the out- 
side walls are of the golden yellow freestone 
from Covesea quarry, near Burghead. 

The Forestry Commission, which have very 
big schemes in the Glen Affric area, also 
propose to erect 70 houses in Cannich. The 
village will come within the area of the pro- 
posed Scottish National Parks and it is 
recommended by the Scottish National Parks 
Committee that a central office ‘and a limited 
number of houses should be built there. 

In addition, Inverness-shire County Council 
have in mind the erection of 10 houses “or 
agricultural workers and provision has been 
made for private development. 

Lieut-Col. Alexander Cullen, County 
Architect and Planning Officer, hopes that 
Cannich may ultimately have 150 houses. 

Planning on the basis that in the foresee- 
able future a total of 107 houses will go up 
in Cannich, Col. Cullen has prepared a lay- 
out plan which provides for a new primary 
school for 70 to 80 pupils, a community 
centre, shopping centre, police station and 
recreation ground. 

A site has also been reserved for light 
industry. A proposal at present being con- 
sidered is that the County Council might, 
themselves, erect a small factory to be let 
to a suitable tenant, and an approach has 
been made to the Scottish Council (Develop- 
ment and Industry): 

“ This is something completely new for the 
Highlands,” Cort. CULLEN told a _ repre- 
sentative of The Builder, “and it has great 
possibilities. The Cannich development is 
not a cure-all for the depopulation problem, 
but it may have the effect of checking the 
present terrific drift from the rural areas. I 
am very keen to see it go through.” 

The hydro board, he added, had given a 
splendid lead by building in stone, and it 
was hoped that it might be possible to follow 
their example. At present, stone-built houses 
in Inverness-shire cost between £100 and £200 
more than brick and roughcast, but the price 
gap was narrowing because of the increase 
in freight charges and the higher price of 
bricks. 

The main decoration of Fasnakyle 
Power Station, which is faced with the same 
yellow Burghead as the Cannich houses, 
takes the form of four sculptured panels 
one above each of the huge windows of the 
station. They have been designed by Mr. 
Hew Lorimer, A.R.S.A., who has taken, at 
the architect’s suggestion, legendary animals 
which appear on Celtic and early Christian 
Scottish monuments, and adapted them for 
his purpose. One has been chosen because 
it seems to suggest the Loch Ness monster. 
It has a dragon’s mouth, a long humped 
body, a fish’s tail, a pair of clawed feet and 
wings.
